I  have  undertaken  to  write  the  genealogy  for  four  generations  of 
the  family  founded  at  Newbury  by  William  Sawyer.  It  is  by  no 
means  perfect,  and  I  shall  be  glad  to  receive  additional  facts  or 
corrections.  "William  Sawyer  was  born  about  1013.  as  he  called 
himself  65  when  he  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  in  1678.  I  know 
of  no  evidence  to  connect  him  with  other  settlers  in  New  England 
of  the  name  of  Sawyer.  He  does  not  appear  in  any  position  of 
prominence  or  importance,  except  as  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Baptist  Church  at  Newbury  in  1682.  He  had  a  wife  Ruth,  and 
died  in  1702  or  1703,  administration  on  his  estate  being  granted 
1  March,  1703  ;  no  settlement  was  made,  and  he  seems  to  have  left 
no  property.  He  probably  lived  in  or  near  what  is  now  West 
Newbury,  where  some  of  his  descendants  may  still  be  found.
